Thanksgiving Day 


We are accustomed to think of Thanks- 
giving as an inherently American and typi- 
cally New England holiday and, indeed, we 
have every reason for so thinking, The holi- 
day, as we know it, had its inception among 
the Pilgrims of Massachusetts, who, under a 

roclamation of Governor Bradford in 1621, 
eld the first authentic festival of thanks. 

Yet there have been similar instances of 
expressing gratefulness to a kind Providence 
since early Biblical times. The Feast of the 
Tabernacles, still observed among the 
Hebrews, is essentially a feast of Thanks- 
giving. Their celebration, like that of the 
Pilgrims, lasts for seven days. The harvest 
festival of ancient Greece, the Thesmorphia, 
while celebrated in a manner quite different 
from ours, was of the same spirit and religious 
motivation, 

The Romans in their tribute to Ceres, the 
goddess of the Harvest, started the celebra- 
tion with fasting but finished with feasting. 
In old England the harvest feast was called 
the “ Harvest Home,” an outgrowth of which 
is the parish feasting which still survives in 
English rural communities. 

Though these festivals may have influenced 
our doughty Pilgrims of Plymouth, there is 
little doubt but that their original Thanks- 
giving was an inspiration and a spontaneous 
response of sincere gratitude, expressed most 
naturally by a reverent people to a beneficent 
God.

Big Problem given by Growing Traffic 


The automobile has produced a rapidly 
growing c problem. There are now a 
thousand times as many automobiles upon 
the streets as twenty-five years ago, the 
number having increased from 23,000 in 1902 
to more than 22,000,000 at present. At the 
same time the reduction in the number of 
horses in use has been relatively small, not 
more than twenty-five percent. However, 
the mileage covered per automobile is much 
greater than that covered per horse and the 
problem is correspondingly increased thereby. 


This change in modes of transportation 
has taken place so rapidly that our cities 
have not adequately adjusted themselves to 
it in the regulation which they impose upon 
traffic movement. Some cities have been 
particularly slow in adjusting themselves to 
the motor age. Revision of traffic ordinances 
and regulations under the stress of emergency 
conditions, brought about by a belief on the 
part of many that there is too much restric- 
tion of traffic, has in many cities, resulted in 
traffic ordinances that conflict ond with 
another, scattered throughout the general 
ordinances of the city and little known by 
the general public. 


All too frequently traffic regulations are 
thought of only as restrictions upon the free 
movement of traffic, limiting speeds, turns, 
parking, etc., to the detriment of all con- 
cerned. One needs but to think of what 
would happen without traffic regulation to 
visualize the confusion and inefficiency that 
would exist. Thousands of vehicles and 
pedestrians intermingling upon the streets 
without any semblance of order and regula- 
tion could result only in congestion and con- 
fusion, with accidents and delays. 


Attempts at independence of action in 
traffic are largely responsible for our accidents 
and congestion, e driver who attempts 
to exercise his independence by driving into 
an intersection against the red light when 
the other driver has the green light usually 
inflicts or suffers injury. The pedestrian 
who insists upaA maintaining what he claims 
to be his right to cross the street whenever 
he wants to, by threading his way through 
numbers of moving vehicles rather than 
waiting for the ‘‘go” signal to cross often 
demonstrates, again that two objects cannot 
occupy the same place at the same time. 
The vee who insists upon drivi Hi a 
through street wi t coming to a full sto 
because he ‘‘don’t see pene onfer 
frequently finds that the atop sign was put 
there for a purpose and that the observance 
of its ao to stop would have been a 
practical safety measure after all. 


Traffic restrictions and regulations are 
intended to e: ite traffic movement and 
to assure for all the privilege of a reasonable 
use of the streets. Restrictions that do not 
sccornpian such results are not practical and 
should not be Unfortunately, how- 
ever, horse ani bugsy restrictions have fre- 

uently carried over into the motor age and 

eir wopopularity has, in many cases, worked 
to the detriment of all traffic regulation and 
control in cities where this has happened. 

Almost every city needs badly to give its 
traffic ordinances and regulations a thorough 
renovation. All too frequently the results 
of poorly regulated traffic are laid to inade- 
quate enforcement when, in reality, the 
ordinances are laden with provisions that 
are obsolete, inconsistent, and practically, if 
not entirely, unenforceable. One of the first 
things in successful traffic regulation is a 
reasonable and adequate ordinance covering 
those regulations and restrictions that are 
really essential.

Then, the public must be sympathetic 
toward traffic regulation and must cooperate 
with the police department in its efforts 
along this line if even a good ordinance is to 
be succestfully enforced. Such a sympathetic 
public will give that large measure of volun- 
tary observance to traffic laws that is neces- 
sary to enable the police department to 
enforce those laws upon those who would 
not otherwise abide by them. No law, re- 
gardless of its character, can be successfully 
enforced unless a very large percentage of 
the public gives such voluntary observance. 

Through the whole problem of traffic 
movement runs the need for a public sympa- 
thetic with and educated to the need of 
adequate traffic regulation — a public that 
realizes that safe and efficient traffic cannot 
be accomplished by leaving it entirely to an 
unorganized individual judgment. We have 
passed the day when individual judgment is 
adequare as a guide to drivers and pedestrians 
in traffic. No one can successfully anticipate 
what hundreds of other people will do as he 
drives or walks down the street. It is to 
meet this emergency that traflic regulations 
are established restricting the special privi- 
leges of the few for the benefit of the many 
and bringing order out of the chaos that 
otherwise exists. 


“Synthetic” Manure 


Derision and incredulity have met the 
claim of English scientists that wheat straw 
or other organic material could be fermented 
artificially and produce something akin in its 
character to animal manure. The process, 
however, has attracted considerable interest, 
particulars: on the of market gardeners. 

assachusetts market gardeners are finding 
it impossible to purchase animal manures at 
a price that they can afford to pay. 

The Massachusetts Station this past spring 
produced three very fair lots of manure, 
through the synthetic process. One was a 
straight compost of cut corn stover; another, 
the result of using the “Adco” reagent; the 
third, a compost made up of certain fertilizer 
materials and cut stover. A comparison is 
now being made of the crop results secured 
from using these three products, as compared 
with barnyard manure. 

An article in the July Jcurnal of the 
American Society of Agronomy throws con- 
siderable light on the processes involved, 
Fibrous organic matter such as straw, dried 
hay, weeds, and the like decay but slowly, 
partly on account of lack of immediately 
available nitrogen to feed decay-producing 
bacteria, These bacteria must have nitrogen 
as a part of their diet, and if it be lacking 
decay processes go on very slowly. To 
adjust the amount of nitrogen to the needs of 
the compost is, however, rather a delicate 
task, ‘Too little, and the heap fails to ferment 
vigorously; too much, and expenses increase 
and a part of the added nitrogen is lost. In

New Facilities at Massrchusetts General 
Hospital 


To the many thousands of people from all 
over Massachusetts having occasion every 
year to seek treatment at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital it will be good news that by 
the arrangement entered into between the 
General Hospital and the Massachusetts Eye 
and Ear infirmary it will be both cheaper and 
more convenient to visit the out-patient de- 
partments and get the service of the clinics 
of these two institutions in the future. 

Formerly these two hospitals have had 
separate out-patient departments located 
some distance apart, so that patients needing 
the service of both have been obliged to go 
out doors and walk a block to pass from one 
to the other, paying a 50-cents admission fee 
to each. Now these two hospitals are con- 
nected by a new building just erected be- 
tween them and serving as an out-patient 
department for both. This also ed Te 
the machinery for admission to the clinics, 
facilitates the treatment of patients and re- 
duces the admission fee by one half for those 
who need the service of both institutions. 
One admission fee of 50 cents will admit to 
both hospitals in the future. All the out 
patients will enter through the same office 
and almost without any waiting will be taken 
in the nearest elevator to the clinic desig- 
nated, where the attending physician will 
receive the patient’s case-record by auto- 
matic transmission even before the patient 
arrives. 

Up to the present time the two hospitals, 
naturally, have had eearale records, or files 
of records. ‘The Massachusetts General 
Hospital has some 650,000 such records of 
out-patients, covering a period of about 
twenty years, and the Eye and Ear Infirmary 
has about 300,000 such records of its patients. 
All these records, which are so essential to 
the correct treatment of the patients, are now 
to be combined into one file, with a single 
series of numbers, and kept in the joint office 
of the combined out-patient departments. 
Not only will the two hospitals have this 
joint office, joint out-patient department and 
combined staff, with a single admission fee 
but they will have some joint clinics, an 
from this office patients will be sent to the 
infirmary or to the hospital, or to both, as 
conditions may indicate. At least sixteen 
clinics are open daily, and twelve special

The West Prescribes for New 
England? 


ing costs, overhead, and profit based on poor 
equipment, out-of-date methods, or in- 
competent management. If we figure that 
something we buy can be made for less, we 
place our figures before our source, and we 
are willing to send our engineers to the 
seller’s plant and prove our point if he cares 
to have our cooperation in that way. We 
have often helped to rearrange plants and 
revise processes for manufacturers producing 
for us. We consider it part of our job to 
keep track of what our sources are doing. To 
illustrate, we have a certain foundry send us 
daily reports of metal poured on our work. 
We know the weight of what is sent us; the 
difference is the loss in scrap, and if that runs 
too high the foundry hears promptly from us. 

“We have no patience with sources that 
tell us what can’t be done. Our industry has 
been developed on the proposition that noth- 
ing is impossible, given enough time and 
effort to solve the problem. It is only a 
question of working it out. 

“T have in mind the case of one of your 
famous New England machine tool builders. 
Ten years ago we were worn out with trying 
to make them see things our way. They 
were always explaining what couldn't be 
done, and why — all quite all right from their 
point of view. On the advice of our engineers 
we got behind certain mid-western firms, 
realizing that at the start these plants could 
not serve us as well as your New England firm 
but confident that in five years our require- 
ments would be better provided for. You 
will find a lot of that New England company's 
machines in our plants today, but we buy 
few of them now. 

“You ask my opinion as to why New 
England did not keep its hold on the auto- 
mobile industry. We believe it was because 
you did not have the proper conception of an 
automobile, and we don’t believe you have 
it yet. You conceived of a car as a luxury for 
the rich, for the classes and not for the masses, 
and you went broke building expensive cars. 
Our effort has been to see how far down the 
social scale we could go with our product and 
to make a car for every pocketbook. 

“We're not worried about the future of our 
business for our ownership is distributed. All 
our executives are stockholders in our com- 
pany. Do you think they will sit by and 
see the industry in which they are managers 
and workers as well as owners go to seed? 

“One of the things many manufacturers 
fail to appreciate is the monotony factor in 
relation to public demand. The suspension 
of Ford operations and the abandonment of 
Model T is a demonstration of the fact that 
given an opportunity to do so the public 
will choose even in automobiles, the product 
that avoids monotony of appearance and 
that offers them improvements in quality of 
service as well. 

“Look at the styles and designs of the cars 
of 1927 and you will understand what has 
happened. In other lines of manufacture the 
same principle is proving true, just as rapidly 
as producers have the courage and vision to 
break away from the traditions that tend to 
keep them producing year after year, the 
same article, in the same way, and with ex- 
actly the same appearance. When we get a 
complaint or a suggestion we try it out, as 
thoroughly as we can; we don’t assume at 
the start that it can’t be done. We honestly 
try to give the public all it demands. 


New England, under the weather, in- 
dustrially, has called upon Western 
specialists to diagnose her ailment and 
prescribe a cure. These specialists are 
successful automobile manufacturers 
in Detroit and vicinity, who have been 
buying parts from New England Manu- 
facturers, but who recently have found 
it to their advantage to-buy in their 
own territory. In the following account 
taken from the New England Council, 
we read what the typical automobile 
industrialist thinks about our manu- 
facturing methods and policies. Their 
criticism is harsh but constructive, and 
hence profitable 


“Are your New England manufacturers 
giving as much attention as they might to 
making their merchandise conform to what 
their customers want? To what extent have 
some of them been satisfied to make what 
they wanted to make, expecting the public 
to accommodate them by taking it off their 
hands? 

“We find it difficult to get eastern manu- 
facturers to come out here and study our 
requirements and our problems from our 
point of view. Their tendency, we think, is 
to approach our problems from their own 
viewpoints, not ours. 

“Tt is quite true that they send their sales- 
men to our plants frequently enough, and 
New England plants in the aggregate are 
doing a great deal of manufacturing for our 
industry, but we would like to see the chief 
executives of your firms sufficiently inter- 
ested in our needs and problems to come out 
and see us occasionally. We sometimes sus- 

ct, perhaps unjustly, that you fellows in the 
East are so comfortable at home that you are 
not as willing as we are to spend a night or 
two on sleepers in pursuit of more business. 

“We want to buy from manufacturers who 
will help us do some of our thinking — who 
will be as alert as we are and have to be to 
oroduce a better article for less cost. It is 

uman for a manufacturer, or any other 
business man, to look forward to a stopping 
place, where he can sit back and feel his 
product is right, his price is right, and his 
sales are right. However, we believe there is 
no such stopping place in industry, and that 
the manufacturer who ceases to think is 
nearly through manufacturing. He is cer- 
tainly through manufacturing for us. 

“ A man whose firm is a recognized leader in 
its field, and to whom our account has been 
worth nearly half a million dollars a year, 
came in the other day. He was staggered 
when we told him we would require nothing 
from him next year. The reason was that 
although we had suggested that he do some 
thinking on one of our problems, we were 
unable to see that he was making the slightest 
effort to help us in his manufacturing. 

“T know many of your people think we are 
crazy and impossible to deal with, and that it 
is said we are not willing for those from whom 
we buy to make any money. The policy of 
the X company, however, is to buy only from 
manufacturers who are making money — 
and making it on our business as well as on

‘We no longer figure costs in terms of 
dollars and cents. We figure in terms of 
time — time of a single operation, time in 
transforming material into our finished pro- 
duct and starting it on its way to the con- 
sumer. 

“You say our methods amount to fixing 
prices on what we buy. Well, our answer is 
that we know something about production, 
and we do not propose to pay for manufactur- 


price the public can pay. The development 
of our industry is due to our constant 
changing of our merchandise in response to 
public demand. Research is only a method 
of finding out how to make a product more 
acceptable to the public at the lowest possible 
price. 

“A department of research in industry 
should really be known as the department of 
change. A department of change should have 
equal standing in manufacturing with the 
production, finance and sales departments.”

Fearing, president of the hospital's Board of 
Trustees since 1910 and a member of the 
board for twenty-six years is chairman of the 
campaign committee and Miss Ruth Thayer 
is vice-chairman, The Free Hospital for 
Women is the second oldest institution in the 
United States for the free surgical and medical 
treatment of diseases peculiar to women and 
although now in its 52nd year it has never 
before appealed to the public for funds.

tients waiting who cannot be admitted 

cause of lack of funds. From every city in 
Massachusetts, every state in the Union and 
virtually every province in Canada, patients 
come'to this hospital. In the last three years 
there have been patients from 188 communi- 
ties in this state and a hundred other cities 
and towns in New England. More than 
300,000 women have sought the Institution’s 
free surgical and medical treatment since 
1875, the date of founding. 47,000 women 
have been patients in the oul parieas depart- 
ment and almost 24,000 in the hospital proper. 
From the time of its founding the hospital 
has been concerned with cancer prevention, 
maintaining seven special rooms for inoper- 
able cancer patients. Although many cases 
come to the Free Hospital, it lacks some of 
the fundamental facilities for an effective 
fight against the spread of the disease. At 
present there is only enough radium to treat 
one patient at a time, and frequently three 
or four patients should be treated at once. 


Communication 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

The writer would like to know if the Board 
of Public Works of this town has the au- 
thority to threaten to shut off the town 
water from a dwelling house, if the owners of 
that house do not pay the quarterly bill 
within a month after it is sent out. It seems 
rather high handed after sending out the bill 
the first of October to threaten the owner of 
the house the first of November that if his 
bill isn’t paid by the 15th, the water will be 
shut off and it will cost him two dollars to 
have it turned on again. 

Of course bills should be paid promptly, but 
sometimes circumstances prevent, as was the 
case a year ago when this same thing hap- 
pened and the family was quarantined for a 
month with a scarlet fever case. 

In the cases of gas and electricity, coal and 
wood bills; these come from private concerns 
or individuals, but the town water is the 
town Property and the tax-payers, not the 
Board of Public Works, own it. Threatening 
through the mails or anywhere else is against 
the law, I believe.

We are further in- 
formed that bills do not often remain unpaid 
for six weeks and it is seldom nec to 
shut off the water. Why not pay your water 
bill and avoid controversy?

‘Tomato catsup and thick mayonnaise, 
mixed half and half, make a delicious dressing 
for plain lettuce and some other salads. 

In choosing curtains for the living room, 
select a fabric that will stand light and 
laundering. ‘The colors should tone in with 
the other furnishings in the room without 
making the windows too conspicuous. 

Use the juices from canned vegetables. 
If the food is good, so is the juice, and it con- 
tains valuable minerals which the body needs. 
Serve the juice with the canned vegetables 
or use it in soups, stews, or sauces. . : 

Loosely fitted long sleeves are most be- 
coming on fleshy arms.

BABSON DISCUSSES MANUFACTURING CONDITIONS 


AND NAMES LINES SHOWING MOST PROFIT 


The Fact That Manufacturing Capacity Is in Excess of the Capacity to Consume Causes 


Keen Competition Among Manufacturers and Is Cause of the 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, November 
11, 1927. In his weekly interview today, 
Roger W. Babson reviews the manufactu: 
situation and gives his opinions as to wh 
lines are today showing the greatest profit. 
Following are his remarks on the subject: 


Abnormal Manufacturing Capacity 


“As a result of the patriotic aj made 
during the War for increased production, the 
manufacturing capacity of all American 

its was greatly increased. Following the 

‘ar, there was an even greater increase in 
view of the good times. Therefore, we are 
today facing a situation with a manufactur- 
ing capacity in excess of our capacity to 
consume. is is very evident from reports 
which I am receiving from the leading cities 
of the country and from all different lines of 

ustry. These reports, coming from the 
Chambers of Commerce in these represen- 
tative cities should tell the true story of the 
manufacturing situation. 

“When it comes to a question of profits, 
this is another story. Hence, the develop- 
ment of the slogan ‘profitless prosperity.’ 
This situation is also the cause of the keen 
competition among manufacturers. There 
seem to be too many people in every line of 
business. As a result, only the big fellows 
and the very bright little fellows are making 
money. Profits seem to come from either a 
low cost of production due to great volume 
or else to getting a new idea ahead of the 
other fellow, on the principle of Kipling’s 
story of the owner of the ‘Merry Gloster.’ 


Manufacturing Volume Good 


“One of the bright spots in the present 
business map is the TEXTILE INDUSTRY, 
particularly cotton. Cotton consumption is 
running about 10% greater than it was last 
year at this time and about 6% greater than 
the high point last year, which came in 
December. This improvement in the cotton 
business is especially welcome because of the 
long period of depression which it has ex- 

rienced. While there is occasion for rejoic- 
ing that this business is doing so much better, 
we should also remember that the mills must 
now buy higher-priced raw material. This 
in turn means a narrower margin of profit. 
Nevertheless, it will probably be possible for 
the manufacturers to complete the year 1927 
at substantially higher production schedules 
than prevailed last year. Rayon, wool, and 
silk manufacturing is also showing better- 
ment, although conditions in these lines 
could not be described as anything like 
‘boom times,’

The American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company announces, effective December 1, 
a further reduction in long-distance toll rates 
between pines more than 390 miles apart, 
which will bring about annual savings to long 
distance users estimated at $1,500,000. 


It is able to make this further cut in rates, } 


it says, because of economies resulting from 


its recent extension of weatherproos toll | 


cables, and from more general application of 
vacuum tube repeaters, loading coils, and 
other devices for improving transmission. 

The reduction will apply principally to day 
rates. To avoid congestion during the night 
hours, long distance night rates (8.30 p.m. 
to 4.30 am.) will be held approximately at 
their present levels, and long distance even- 
ing rates (7 p.m, to 8.30 p.m.) will be about 
half way between the night rates and the 
new day rates. 

Under the proposed schedule, present rates 
for short haul calls of less than Joo miles are 
not affected, Beyond that, the longer the 
distance, the greater the reduction; and a 
call between any two points in the United 
States can be made for $10 or less. 

The station-to-station day rate between 
Providence and San Francisco, for example, 
is reduced from $11.75 to $9.50; between 
Montpelier and Denver from $7.45 to $6.25;

“Under what conditions is a Single- 
ton opening advantageous against a 
tru declaration?”’ writes a corre- 

lent. Probably the question will 
cause a wide variety of answers, but 
the experts are pretty closely in agree- 
ment. : 

A Singleton opening is seldom, if 
ever, justifiable unless the opener holds 
exactly three trumps. With less than 
three it is a bad opening, for the de- 
clarer usually can lead two rounds of 
trumps before you or your partner ob- 
tain the lead. For that reason a Single- 
ton opening is seldom advantageous 
with tes than three trumps. On the 
other hand, if you hold more than three 
trumps, you have a very strong hand 
and ates d take the offensive. For that 
treason, with four or more trumps, al- 
ways open your long or strong suit, or 

our partner's suit if he has made a 
bia, never a Singleton.
